All body copy was set in Garamond 11 point. All 
captions appeared in Garamond 10 point. Headline 
fonts wete Forte or membets of the 
American Typewriter font family. 

The yearbook was put together on four Pentium 
Explorers, which could be seen decorated with silver 
garlands and plastic fire marshall hats. An overworked 
HP LaserJet 4050 served as our printer. Layouts were 
submitted to the printing plant on disk, using Adobe 
Pagemaker 6.5. 

All copy was written by staff writers. Portrait pho- 
tos were taken by Lifetouch Photography, and other 
professional photgtaphers, including Bill Buttram 
Photography and Glenn Graves Photography. Some 
candid photos were donated by the student body.
